THE capital question is still being 


agitated by a few papers in South 
Dakota, who continue to deal in anti- 
deluvian arguments and pre-Adamite 
enterprise. 
This paper has, perhaps, 


said enough on the subject, and it is 
nearly time that its discussion ceased, 
but when our neighbors speak of us as 
doe,s the Fargo Argus hi the following 
article, we cannot refrain from republish- 
ing. This is what the Argus says : 


The Huron Times and other papers in the 


south are arguing themselves in needless per- 
plexity over the situation in regard to the capi- 
tal question, and the place of meeting of the 
next legislature. There baa never been any 
question as to the control over the subject by 
the legislature, or that the last legislature, in 
the exercise of its conceded, power, o'dered 
the removal of the capital from Yankton. That 
bill passed, and is not challenged in any 
qn&rter. The only doubtlfnl point was whether 
the legislature could deputize a commission to 
make a new location. The supreme court has 
refused to sustain the 'objections raised to this 
course, and reversed the decision of the local 
conrt. The only point upon which a doubt 
could hang was as to the location of the capital 
at Bismarck. There must be some location for 
the seat of government. It is not Yankton, as 
the

had 
ordered its .removal 


from there. In the light 
of the recent 


decision, only local interests can dictate op- 
position to the logic of the situation, which 
locates the capital at Bismarck. 
All that is 


needed to relieve the matter of all embarrass- 
ment is the formal proclamation of the gov- 
ernor announcing the location at Bismarck 
and instructing all officials in the territory to 
recognize it as such. He may be delaying for 
the new building to be ready for use, but 
that would ee«m to be a needless delay. 
The ptetence that the alleged appeal

commissioners or governor is too absurd for 
atrioua noyce.

grounds shall be laid out into fqujes, and 
suitable landscapes, the same is hereby de- 
clared to be the permanent seat of government 
of the territory of Dakota, at which all of the 
public offices of the t. rritory shall be kept, and 
at wbich all of the sessions of the legislature 
shall hereafter be held." 


Tha announcement oy the governor that these 


conditions have been ^complied with, should 
silence all ddnbts.

There was a lively rattling in the bone yard 


last Saturday by the arrest of Messrs. Ansley & 
Knapp, who have been buying bones of the 
farmers for some time. The facts as far as 
can be obtained are to the effect that the firm 
have been purchasing the loose bones from 
farmers with the understanding that payments 
should be made every Saturday night. Numer- 
ous farmers and laborers left their work to haul 
bones expecting to realize a little sum from the 
enterprise. The bones were brought to Bis- 
marck and shipped by Ansley & Knapp to 
eastern points. The farmers discovered that the 
money was not forthcoming as per agreement 
and began a vigorous remonstrance. They said 
that these men—Ansley and Knapp—had re- 
presented to them that money was deposited in 
the bank for their payment as soon as the bones 
were delivered. Attorneys have been retained 
and it now looks as though the bone magnates 
wonld fare rather roughly at the hands of the 
law. 
They were arrested upon the charge of 


obtaining the property under false pretenses. 
Those who are informed say that the amount 
due farmers in the aggregate amounts to nearly 
two thousand dollars. 


Nor is thw all the trouble the bone merchants 


have brought npon themselves, as alderman 
Griffin says that he recently received a letter 
from St. Paul parties stating thst Mr. Ansley 
haa endeavored to obtain money on his credit 
in that city, representing the firm of Ansley & 
Griffin, in the formation of which Mr. Griffin 
took no part. The gentlemen have not been 
seen and may give a satisfactory explanation, 
but the farmers who have labored diligently to 
gather and haul the bones express considerable 
chagrin at the manner in which they have been 
treated with regard to their pav.

A Watsontown Han's Wrestle With 


the Confederate Chieftain at Fort- 
ress Monroe.

Elisha Eisner, a modest, unpretending gen- 


fleman, well-known in the community and at 
present employed by tiie Wotsontown plan- 
ing mill company, was a member of the 
Third Pennsylvania heavy artillery, which 
was stationed at Fortress Monroe when Jef- 
ferson1 Davis was taken there, soon after hit 
capture. Mr. Eisner was detailed, among 
others, to stand guard over the rebel chief. In 
an interview with Mr. Eisner the other even- 
ing hd gave an interesting account of what 
occurred during this period of nearly a year. 


"Did I never tall you how old Jeff took me 


by the throat?' he asked, while he shook all 
over with laughter. "Well, it was some- 
thing in this way: There were two sentries 
in Jeffs room, and this night I happened to 
be on duty. Davis was lying on his bed, 
apparently trying to get a nap, and oui 
orders were to pace his room constantly, 
but urider no consideration to speak or enter 
into any conversation with him. My shoes, 
which were then new, screeched as I passed 
his bed. and this seemed to annoy him. Once 
as I passed him he turned and growled out: 
'I wish you'd make less noise.' Then he 
turned over with his face to the wall, and I 
kept walking on, back and forward, past 
his bed.

again:

Storm and Flood, 


SPRINGFIELD, Vt., June 9.—This village has 


been visited by another disastrous flood, the 
second within eleven months. At noon today a 
moderate rain fell, but an hour late- a storm 
of terrific force broke; upon the village. A 
storm was also in p ogress about five miles 
north of the village and a . high wind that 
changed in few minutes from south to north 
and then lack again drove the two storms 
together, and the rain fell as if a mighty river 
was falling from the heavens, and the hill north 
of town that slopes west to Black river and 
east to the creek, sent a torrent of water toward 
the'town. Warning was at once given, but so 
rapidly did the water rise that few had time to 
save anything 
&nd were 
forced 
to 
flee 


for their lives. The channel of the creek soon 
became filled with the wreckage of houses, 
barns and other buildings, which forced it in 
other directions. One stream ploughed through 
the Springfield house, another through Hart & 
Dodge's livery stable and another through 
Ellison Bros.' stage barns. Individual losses 
and damage to the highways will reach at least 
$50,000. In some places the highways were 
gullied twenty-five feet deep and some houses 
in the village have four feet of mud in them. 
Ju&t across the Cheshire bridge a barn was 
blown down killing William Barker and fa- 
tally injuring a woman named Bella Spauld- 
ng. The storm raged over three bouses.

Oeo. Gibbs Shot. . 


Geo. Gibba, an old and respected citizen ot 


Bismarck, was shot last Monday and is not ex- 
pected to live. The perpetrator of the deed is 
Mr. Ansley, of whom the TBTBUNE speaks in 
another column, and who it said Sunday morn- 
inn had been arrested for obtaining property 
under false pretenses. 
The complaint made 


was that Ausley and his partner had not paid 
the men who hauled the bones. Gibba waa one 
of the many wno hauled bones for the firm, and 
last Monday he went to Ansley's boarding house 
on Sixth Streeet, in Hunt and Foster's block 
and demanded pay. Ansley was found on the 
sidewalk, and after getting no encouragement 
of immediate pay several of the men started to 
go to their teams, when Gibbs exclaimed, "Hold 
on here; stay by me and I'll see feat yon all are 
paid." Gibbs had been drinking a little and 
was somewhat talkative. He said tihat hanging 
was too good for Ausley and continued to de- 
mand pay for the crowd. 
When be spoke of 


hanging and used a few sharp wortis Ansley 
rushed to his room, returning in a moment with 
a revolver. Upon bis return he addressad Gibbs 
who 
was 
looking in an opposite direc- 


ion, 
saying, "What's 
that 
yon 
said?" 


Just 
as 
Gibbs 
turned 
to 
look 
at 


Ansley, the latter fired, tne ball taking effect 
just below the nose and passing through to the 
back ot the neck, where it lodged. Gibbs fell 
upon the sidewalk and at first it was thought 
he had been instantly killed. HeU soon revived, 
and the first words he said were, "I'm a pretty 
good man yet." 
Ansley escaped to the Main 


street sidewalk, giving himself over to Chief 
Fortune. He was immediately lodged in jail 
where he now is. 
His first inquiry waa as to 


the fatality of the shot, and said that he regretted 
his action. 
Doctors Bentley and Lambert 


were summoned and gave medical aid. Mrs. 
Forniff, who lives on the opposite corner of 
the street, offered 'one of her rooms for the 
care of the wounded man, which was accepted, 
and Mrs. Gibbs sent fot. 


On Tuesday morning Mr. Gibbs was removed 


to the residence of Mr.' Shed 
Lambert, 


where his wife and physicians are constantly 
watching over him. Dr. Bentley is in charge of 
the case and Tuesday afternoon called Dr. 
Fraser in for consultation. It has thus far been 
utterly impossible to determine the exact loca- 
tion of the ball. It is known that the ball is 
lodged in the back of the neck, but as to re- 
moving it there is no hope. Th° great danger to 
be feared is blood poisoning, which is liable to 
set in. Mr. Gibbs takes a cool, practical view 
of the case, and believes that he will recover. 
He rested well yesterday and last night. 


Ansley, the man who fired the shot, exhibited 


considerable nervousness yesterday, and mani- 
fests a great interest in the welfare of his vic- 
tim. He realizes that he has committed an 
atrocious crime, and the consequences loom up 
before him in terrible reality.
